Better... or Worse? 

S EVENTEEN Cuiadian unlvenlties—among them 
the new Simon Fraaer—along with 75 American 
unlvenitieB are planning to institute a year-round 
calendar in order to cope with the anticipate increase 
in student enrotment which is expected to Jump in 
British Cokimbta alone from 17.003 this year to 
37,000 by 1971. 

Tbowe who advocate this Idea of a more intenrive 
wortt year for university studMits, maintain that not 
only does it make economic sense but it academkaliy 
dealrable. They claim that under the suggested tri¬ 
mester system of three 16-week terms a dedicated 
student can complete a normal four-year course In un¬ 
der three yean, thereby considerably increasing the. 
present rate bf graduate output. 

To date, most of the championg and the detrac¬ 
tors of the scheme hive come from within the ranks 
of the universities themselves. However, a new su|^ 
porter of the accelerated progi*m mierged last week 
in Winnipeg in the shape of Mr. William Thomson, 
director of Canada's National Employment Servioe. 

Taking a very practical approach to the subject, 
Mr. Thoirnon said Uiat the problem of finding sum¬ 
mer employment for university studmts is becoming 
more dirncuit eadi year, due to the fact that uni¬ 
versity enrobnent is steadily on the increase and that 
summer jobs looked for by students are usuaDy in 
the aemi-rifilled or unakilled categories, where there la 
already a surplus of appUants. 

TTie answer to this, he said, may lie partly in 
Interest-free loans to students, but the real solution 
wuuld be for the unlvenltles te operate on a year- 
round basil through whirii students could cut the four- 
year courac to three years to the advantage of tha 
students utd the economy as a whole. 

As Mr. ‘niomson presumably sees it. the ecmomlc 
benefits would be derived from the fact that students 
(cw their qtonsors) would only have to pay for three 
years of university instruction instead of four to 
achieve the same end result.
